Willi appropriate oerei lies, the 

[owa School for the Deaf <>n Toea- 
day, Jane 80th, observed the fiftieth 
anniversary of its founding and 
graduated ji class of its students 
who have been fitted while attend- 
ing there foi different vocations of 
life or for continued studies in col- 
leges of higher education. Ex- 
ercises commemorating the semi- 
centennial and exemplifying the 
work of the Institution took place 
in the evening al the High School 
Auditorium. Governor Cummins 
made the principal address, which 

was an eloquent laudation of the 
school and its work. 

More than the usual degree of in- 
terest attached to the ending of the 

year's work on account of the visit, 
paid id the school by Governor 

Cummins and L. <« Kli , mem 

t... i of the stati- Board of Conttol, 
during the afternoon: They looked 

over the new buildings and were 

also escorted through the old ones. 

All the scenes at the institution 
were more or less familiar to Mr. 

Kliniie, imt new to the governor, 
Mr. Cummins was In trod a I to 

the pupils in the chapel and ad- 
dressed them for twenty minutes, 

his remarks being Interpreted in the 
sign language bj a member of the 

faculty. 

The' governor and Mr. Kiniio 
weie met, at the r:iilro:id station on 

ibeir arrival by Superintendent 
Itot.heri and President Bindei of 
the Commercial Club The two 

visitors were taken to the School 
for the Deaf, where they took 
luncheon and afterwards made 
their tour of inspection. A half 
hour was spent in sitting on the 
front, porch chatting with the su- 
perintendent. <>n the arrival of 

Mr. Binder with a carriage the 
officials from Des Moines drove with 
him back to the city and went to 
the Grand hotel, wheie they met a 
number of their friends.

An exhaustive paper by Supt 

Rotherl reviewed the history of 

efforts for several < tallies back to 

provide education for the deaf, the 

latter portion of Ins address being 

devoted to the Iowa School. The 
first Institution of tin' kind, he stal- 
ed, was established at Paris in the 

middle of tl Ighteenth century. 

The nisi attempt In the United 



Slates to leach the deaf in a 
systematic manner wa.s in Virginia, 

but the tiist actual school was, start- 
in ( 'onnoclicut in 1817. This was 
the beginning of the present (Jal 
laudel College, now at Washington. 
New York and other States follow- 
ed, and now there are 13:! schools 

specially devoted to the, deaf, em- 
ploying 1,468 teachers and instruct- 
ing nearly 18,000 pupils. 

The oai • of the Iowa School for 

tho Deaf was sketched from its 
beginning, when it was located al 

[owa City. The rapid growth of the 

institution, its removal to Council 

Bluffs in 1870, the erection of new 
buildings and repeated devastation 
by (ire, finally resulting in the al- 
most complete wiping out of the 

school, was detailed. Mr. Rotherl 
told of the undismayed efforts tore- 
build the destroyed structure de- 
spite calamities piled on one an- 
other, and predicted greater things 
than ever. He reported 800 chil 

dren attending the school and four- 
teen teachers at work there. 

The Lord's prayer was given vo- 
cally by an N-yoar old boy, which 

Illustrated the teaoblbg of oral 

language to those who show pro 
licicney in that direction, though 
unable to hear. Manual exercises 
by pupils from the beginning class, 
lo the fifth grade gave the audience 

an idea of the remarkable achieve- 
ments which deaf children learn to 
perform notwithstanding their 
handicap.

Governor Cummins was cordially 
welcomed in responding to the In- 
troduction. Me spoke during the 
first part of his address from manu- 
script and said : 

'* Mr. Superintendent, Members 
nj Ik,- Graduating Class, Ladies and 
Gentlemen ; over many of the 

Institutions founded by the Stale 
ot Iowa for the betterment and 
protection of her people, Hie half 
Century has already passed. Wfl 
are from linn- lo time during the 
last few years celebrated with 

fitting ceremonies and grateful 

hearts the High I of fifty happy 
and prosperous years which mark 
the beginning and growth of many 
noble undertakings in the building 

of a state, [have been a witness 

to some, and a participant in 
others, bin I remember none more 
gratifying than the occasion in 
which we are now engaged. 

" If is lull common justice lo 

pause a moment, as we survey the 
splendor of present achievements, 

and render a woll-desorvod tribute 
to the men and women of fifty 

years ago— men and women who, 

though inspired with Unlimited 
hope, moved with ovei powering 
ambition, and filled with the un- 
bounded enthusiasm of the pioneer 
period, were yet beset by the hard 
conditions of an uninhabited coun- 
try and the poverly which the 

frontier always creates. It is na-ry 

lor us, in the midst of the ease 
which wealth cariies in its train, 
witli lh.» Hood of knowledge which 
limes has poured upon us, with the 

experience through which we have 

nh to understand how essential 
it is for the slate to give those upon 
whom misfortune has laid its heavy 
hand the training which opens 
lo them new fields of usefulness 
and ne-v lives of pleasure. Hut it 
was not so For those who 

founded the school whose fiftieth 
anniversary wean- now commemo- 
rating lo begin the work of n 

this altar lo humanity and to 

dicate it to the helpless children of 

a long and unknown Inline. These 

Forefathers and foremothers of ours 

weie brave, faithful and tender 
souls, and When I took over the 
coniinoiiwiallh and become con

of I he boards, who have conducted 
with such signal ability our instifu 
tions lo the enviable point which 

thc\ have now attained I) Is 
gratifying to know that our law up- 
on this subject has become fl model 

for stales, and the administration 
under it is acknowledged to be the 

most perfect and complel 

commonwealth in the union

Mute Ask* for ftgO.OOO With Her 
Flagera. 

In the Circuit Court before Judge 
Sale Monday morning tbe suit of 
Louisa M. Thoroan against bar sis- 
ters, Christina J. Huchter and Ber- 
tha A. Timmer, alleging false im- 
-onment and aHking $20,000 
damages, is interesting because of 
manner in which the plaintiff is 
compelled to testify. 

Miss Thomas is a deaf-mute, and 
answers to the questions of 
attorneys are made on her fingers. 
An interpreter sitting in a chair be- 
low the witness stand, transmits 
these answers to the court, just as 
she does the questions to the wit- 

The plaintiff alleges she was ar- 
rested and placed in the City Hos- 
pital and from there removed to 
the Insane Asylum at the instiga- 
tion of her two sisters, when she 
was perfectly sane. She was arrest- 
ed July 11, 1902, she says, and was 
not released until April 26, 1904, 
when habeas corpus proceedings on 
her part were successful. 

Her attorney in outlining the 
case in court, said he would attempt 



to prove that shortly after the sis- 
ter's incarceration in the. City Hos- 
pital, Mrs. Buchter and Mrs. Tim- 
mer persuaded their father to make 
a will, in which he gave to them 
one-fourth of estate, valued al $25,- 
000, in spite of the claims of other 
children. The father is now dead. 
On objection of the defendants' 
attorney this statement was ruled 
out. 

The sisters claim that Miss 
Thomas has been of unsound Bind 
for some years. July 10th, the day 
before the police were called, they 
say, she had threatened her father's 
life with a pair of scissors and had 
tried to stab him. 

Miss Thomas, sitting up straight 
— after the manner of mutes — and 
talking glibly, or with apparent 
glibness, with her fingers, attract* 
considoraole attention in the court- 
room. She is dressed neatly in a 
white shirtwaist and blue skirt and 
wears a black hat with white 
flowers. — Post- Dispatch.
